Second installment next week 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —The Treasury Department said 
Friday it would mail out next week the second installment 
of 1972 federal revenue sharing payments to state and local 
governments. The checks will totai nearly $2.52 billion. 


The Treasury, responding to complaints from some 
governments that they had been shortchanged in the first 
payments earlier this month, also said it mailed Friday to 
all 39,000 state and local governments the population, 
income and tax data on which their payments had been 
calculated. 


Officials said state and local officials would have until 
Feb. 12 to challenge this base data or point out any errors in 
the figures or revenue sharing payments. Once Treasury 
responds to these challenges, 
the state and local 
governments will have an additional 60 days to file any 
further challenges. 
The new checks will cover the last six months of 1972, and 


will total $2.65 billion minus a 5 per cent holdout tor a 
reserve to cover any later adjustments The first payments 
Dec. 8 for the first half of 1972 also totaled $2.65 billion, but 
only 1 per cent of this was held out for reserve. 
Officials said payments will be made quarterly in 1973, 
and will continue until the federal government has handed 
out $30.2 billion to state, county, municipal and other local 
governments. 
Nearly 2,000 complaints and inquiries poured into the 
Treasury after fine tuning of its allocation formula and 
calculations left some cities and local governments getting 
less money than had been indicated initially. 
As a result, the Treasury said it decided to make 
available to each lower government the exact population, 
per capita income and local tax figures (the data on which 
the formula is based) on which their payments were 
calculated. 


Crashing planes may have 
caused civilian deaths 


WASHINGTON (U PI) —The Pentagon suggested Friday 
that many civilian deaths and devastation of populated 
areas reported in Hanoi may have been caused by U.S. B52 
bombers crashing in the city or by errant North 
Vietnamese missiles falling back to earth and exploding 
The North Vietnamese have claimed “ hundreds” of 
civilian casualties from the bombing, which began Dec 18 
Eyewitness reports from Hanoi have told of widespread 
destruction, including the leveling of virtually every 
structure along Kham Thien Street. 


In a Pentagon news conference, Defense Department 
spokesman Jerry W Friedheim was pressed to explain 
these reports in light of repeated U.S. denials that civilian 
areas were being bombed. 
He refused to discuss specific reports of damage, but 
said: 


“ We know of instances where aircraft have been shot 
down and crashed in the city. We know of instances where 
SAMs (Surface-to-Air Missiles) have ... exploded in the 
city.”

Place in the City

For nearly two decades it has been straight downhill 
for most city churches. Caught in areas of high-rise 
apartments, towering business structures and shifting 
neighborhood 
populations, 
the 
urban congregation 
is 
breathing hard in most American cities. 
Yet some churches, through creative leadership and 
risk-taking members, have emerged as centers of excite­ 
ment and growth. One congregation that refused to be 
overwhelmed by midtown Manhatten is Saint Peter's 
Church at 54th St. and Lexington—a branch of the Lu­ 
theran Church in America. 
St. Peter’s thrives on diversity and it gets plenty of 
feeding from the roaring tempo of New York. Its senior 
pastor. Ralph Peterson has gathered a first rate staff 
to not only grapple with the alarms and challenge of 
city life, but to add sparkling innovations and daring new 
programs. The big smash has, for this writer, been the 
Jazz Vespers at 5 P.M. Sunday. Here the jazz community 
under the guidance of John Gensel. associate pastor, 
gathers for music, worship and praise. It is a great and 
wild experience for kids, families, show biz stars, tourists, 
parish members to praise the Lord. This ministry has 
helped the larger church in its reclamation of music and 
its rediscovery of the spiritual dimensions of jazz. Come 
Oct. 8, the Jazz Vespers will celebrate 7 years of ministry 
with an all-night soul concert. Church officials expect 
more than 3,000 people to attend. These Lutherans have 
a way with people and music. 
The wide sweep of parish work for St. Peter’s will add 
still another field this fall: the inauguration of an Inter­ 
nation Ministry.

To locate the best quarter­ 
back from the weekly swarm 
of printed 
numbers is 
a 
formidable task. 


Every week, a glop of 
stats is issued from the of­ 
fice of the National Football 
League. There are statistics 
on pass r e c e i v e r s and 
r u s h e r s , punters 
and 
punt returners, scorers and 
interceptors. 
And 
madly, 
passing. 


A reader may tell at a 
satisfying glance who is the 
highest scorer by the total 
number of points scored, who 
is the busiest pass receiver 
by number of passes re­ 
ceived. and so on. These sta­ 
tistics 
a r e 
voluminously 
lined up like so many block­ 
ers and one may follow easi­ 
ly behind them to the goal. 


Not so for quarterbacks- 
There is at once an abstruse 
and ephemeral s y s t e m 
worked out. 
Abstruse 
be­ 
cause even once you pene­ 
trate its foggy mystery, you 
are still not sure where you 
stand. Ephemeral because 
new systems pop up as often 
as the instant cliches of foot­ 
ball, like “crackback” now, 
and like “red dog” yester­ 
day. 


Today’s quarterback rank­ 
ings are determined by four 
categories: passing percent­

The question of who should 
get credit for a gain by a 
forward pass is another prob­ 
lem facing the stats men. A 
short passer like Len Daw­ 
son, for example, may throw 
a swing-out and then watch 
his pass receiver go 60 yards 
with the ball. That is cred­ 
ited as a 60-yard pass by 
Dawson Some also felt that 
Milt Plum, who twice led 
the NFL in passing, should 
have shared his title with 
Cleveland 
teammate 
Jim 
Brown, who took flare-out 
flips and converted them into 
gigantic yardage. 
So we know that passing is 
not a wholly individual thing: 
the quality of pocket block­ 
ing, resinv receiver’s fingers, 
zone 
defenses 
and 
game 
plans also beset the stats 
freak. 
In the last couple of years, 
the NFL office has lateralled 
the stats job to the highly 
competent and loving hands 
of the Elias Sports Bureau. 
One of the first acts by Elias 
was to try to make the pass­ 
ing stats a thing of meaning. 
The quarterback ranking 
had changed almost yearly: 
it went into a cocoon in the 
spring and came out a new 
butterfly by fall 


In 1945, for example, the 
top passer was picked by the 
percentage of completions 
Sammy Baugh was number 
one. If that system was used 
today, seventh on the AFC 
one week (John Hadl, on 
Nov. 21) would have been 
first. 


In 1954. the rankings were 
based on average yardage 
gained The leader was Norm 
Van Brocklin. On that recent 
week of Nov. 21 in the AFC. 
leader Marty Domres would 
have been about 13th if the 
1954 system were used and 
No. 5 Joe Namath would be 
No. 1.

I spotted the scholarly and 
i rr ep re ss ib le 
Anthony 
Burgess, 
the 
English 
novelist essayist fantasist 
(author of “The Clockwork 
Orange, 
among 
other 
things) 
giving 
advice 
publicly to his students (he 
is 
vi si ting 
A m e r i c a , 
teaching at the City College 
of New York). And what he 
said to the students, among 
other things, was: “ I would 
ask you only to expand your 
vocabularies, 
develop 
a 
minimal 
grace of 
style, 
think harder, and learn who 
Helen of Troy and Nausicas 
were. And for God’s sake, 
s t o p 
t a l k i n g 
a b o u t 
relevance. All we have is 
the past.” 
Mr. Burgess was musing 
about the college student he 
comes in contact with, at a 
university that practices an 
open admissions policy. Mr. 
Burgess was tactful about 
the whole thing, but he gave 
away his meaning, which is 
that 
the 
adulteration 
of 
education results in phoney 
education. And when that 
happens, what you develop 
is new universities. When 
e g a l i t a r i a n 
i d e o l o g y 
overtakes 
these, 
then 
“super universities will be 
built"; 
and 
after 
that, 
“ supersuper-universities . . 
. This can go on forever. 
Ultimately, 
the 
gods 
of 
learning are not mocked. 
The term university’ may 
be 
r i c h 
in 
n o b l e 
connotations, but it means 
only what we want it to 
m ean.” 
Professor Burgess gave 
an example of a student 
essay on Macbeth “ to which 
soon I must give a pass 
mark: Lady Mackbet says 
she had a kid not in so many 
words but she says she 
remembers what it was like 
when a 
kid 
sucked her 
nipple so I reckon she was a 
mother some time and the 
kid must have died but we 
don't hear no more about it 
which is really careless of 
Shakespeare 
because 
the 
real reason why Macbeth 
and his wife are kind of 
restless and ambitious is 
because they did not have a 
baby that lived and perhaps 
this is all they really want 
and S. says notin about it. " 
Mr. Burgess provokes us 
by juxtaposing against that 
passage one from another 
student, presumably in the 
same clas, whose grade — 
one assumes— is going to be 
indistinguishable from that 
of 
the 
young 
man 
who 


penetrated to the heart of 
Mr. and Mrs. Macbeth's 
difficulty. The other student 
wrote: “ The weakly placed 
negatives in Dr. Faustus’s 
penultimate line — ‘Ugly 
hell, gape not, come not, 
Lucifer' — may conceivably 
be taken as expressive of a 
desire, not implausible in a 
Renaissance 
scholar, 
to 
dare 
even 
the 
ultimate 
horrors for the sake of 
adding 
to 
his 
store 
of 
knowledge,” 
Now hang on to the point 
for a minute please, and 
reflect 
on 
one 
of 
the 
recommendations 
of 
Mr. 
Burgess. He believes that 
“the division 
between a 
scientific discipline and a 
humanistic one is already 
manifesting 
itself 
in 
undergraduate 
life-styles. 
The banner waving students 
who hold protest meetings 
are merely indulged. They 
will, regrettably perhaps, 
never 
rule 
Ame ri ca; 
America will be controlled 
by 
the 
hard 
- 
eyed 
technicians who have no 
Cme for protest." 
We should shrug off those 
intimations of that passage 
that fuel the superstition 
that we are being managed 
by a military - industrial 
complex. (It would appear 
plain that this is not the 
c a se .)

plaintively the call of Mr 
Burgess to his students to 
“expand 
their vocabulary 
I note among the Christmas 
a d v e r t i s e m e n t s 
lying 
around, one for a new radio 
receiver:
